Only ten days ago; the Empress, of Britain crossed from 
Cherbourg to Quebec: in 4 days, 12 hours, which was seven 
hours better than her. time on her maiden voyage, «and 
compares with the 4 days,, 17 hours, 6° minutes, of 
the German liner Europa, As far as we can ascertain, there 
ix nbout 150 miles difference in the length of the passages. |

Wuchow Flooded. 


A Wuchow letter says that con: 
sequent on the heavy rain both 
the West and Fu Rivers have 
risnn considerably during the past 
few days and digtricts along the 
Bund have been flooded causing 
much damage and jnconvenience. 
Many of the wharves have been 
covered several feet deep with 
water. The situation has improv- 
edi a little since Monday. 


A Tewhboat Disuster.

HONGKONG SCHOOL 
EXAMINATIONS. 


COMMENTS BY DIRECTOR 
OF EDUCATION, 


In his report for 1030, the 
Direetor of Education comments 
on the Matriculation and Local 
Examinations held by the Univer- 
sity last: November and December, 
He says, inter alia: . 

Of thoge who sat for the exam: 
inations, excluding the candidates 
entered under “private study”, 
16°; ywuined miutriculation or 
Senior Local certificates: for the 
Junior Loenl the percentage was 
38, 

- In both cases the girts’ schools 
were able to show higher figures, 
these being 71 and 69. 

The Idea that only sctected can- 
didntes should be entered for the 
examination is not Lo be encouraK- 
‘ad. The selection of a few can- 


idates who are supposed to have’ 


n chance of passing is contrary to 
the object of the examinations 
which are only of value if every 
boy or girl from the appropriate 
class is entered for them. 

Except in the case of the girls’ 
schools the examination reaults 
must be considered poor and when 
all allowances are made it ia clear 
that the practice of premature 
promotion is still prevalent. 

The Board of Education hn re- 
commended that examination at 
the Junior Local stage should not 
be discontinued; but unless it can 
be shown thnt the present exam- 
ination is unsuitable for the 
schools of the Colony, and even 
when one allows for the leaven of 
English speaking children in the 
gitls’ schools the successes peain- 
ed by their ‘pupils do not support 
the suggestion, it is questionable 
present facilities 
should be ¢dontinued when so many 
condidates are obviously unfitted 
for the examination.

Shanghal, July 2. 
The Mayor of Greater Shanghal,

Tho incident referred to occurred 
on the afternoon of June 24, whon 
Mr. H. F. Smith, the American 
occupant of No. 868, Avenue Halg, 
suffered: an Invasion of his house 


by two Chinese district policemen. | 


In, the course of the ‘trouble, 
Sergeant Hillhouse, of the Sottle- 
ment police, was confronted by tho 
drawn pistols of the Chinese in- 
trudors, and for some seconds war 
held up in the hallway of the 
house. Eventually, however, Ser- 
geant Hillhouse succeeded in 
driving them away by using his 
own pistol. The second shot he 
fired struck one of the men in the 
right wrist. fi. 

The incident was the sequel to 
trouble between Mr. H. F. Smith 
anda tailor over a crossed cheque 
for $30, which the tailor declared 
he had been unable to.cash, He 
brought two Chinese policemen to 
the premises, and Sergt, Hillhouse, 
who had been” summoned from 
Bubbling Well Road station, order- 
ed them out. They produced pis- 
tols and brandished them threaten- 
ingly. Eventually, Sergt. Hill 
house, as stated, fired and wound- 
ed one of them, 

The Municipal Council, it was 
reported, was taking steps to lodge 
n protest against the action of the 
Chinese police with the Nanking 
Government. Later, it was stated 
that the'matter was being discuss- 
ed between the Chinese authorities, 
the Settlement ‘Police and the 
American consular officers, — the 
question involved being the right

The Menace of Noise. 


In the days when it is considered 
wrong to tip-toe into the nursery, 
authorities sussest that a 
child should be habituated from 
birth to the normal noises of life, 
there is a tendency to averlook the 
very real dangers of, abnormal 
nolaes, of which the World is x0 
filt to-day, Specialists tell us 


that the effects of noise are fur. tof 


reaching, extending from general 
nervaus irritability to serious dis-|¢ 
orders of the brain. And noise i# 
dofinitely on the. incroase. Small 
wander then that mothers become 
alarmed and wonder how ta com- 
bat the danger, : 

Let ua first of all consider the 
room in which the child sleeps. Teo 
many parents choose a room on itc- 
count, of its size, or becnuse jt 
faeces ‘east; but a quiet room, no 
matter what its aspect or size, is 
essentinl. if, however, we live on 
noisy thoroughfare, ind in con- 
sequence have no really peaceful 
rooms, then heavy velvet or plush 
curtaina hung at the windows will 
lon grent deal to deaden the noise, 
Another useful sound-absorber is 
a velvet-covered screen, whieh can 
be placed round the child’s bed 
These are not tu be confused with 
the velvet and plush hanplayes of 
Vietorlan days, which were har- 
bourers of duat and disease germs

Dr. P. F. S. Court testified that 
denth was duc to shock énused by 
ruptures of the ‘spleen, liver and 
kidney, to which fractured ribs, 
spine and skull contributed. 

Sergeant Scrim stated that he 
took measurements later, and: found 
n akid mark commencing from tho 
north s{de:of Mongkok Read and 
running 147 fect. He also tested 
the car and found the brakes In 
good condition. 

Mr. Forbes.snid that he was re- 
turning from 13th. mile beach sbout 
8,16 p.m., with Mra. Thomson and 
Mr. W. J. Clark. He was travelling 
about 25 miles an hour, When 
nenringy Mongkok Police Station he 
suw, about 20 yards: ahead, a 
Chinese on the near side of the 
roid. The man was — walking 
diagonally across the réad with his 
back townrds the car. Witness ap- 
plicd his foot brake and slowed 
down, at the same time sounding 
his horn. The man apprrently did 
not hear the ‘horn, and, when within 
ten yards‘of him, witness applied 
full pressure on both brakes. The 
next thing he knew wna that the 
car struck the man throwing, him 
forward and out of the way. After 
the [mpact the car travelled nbout 
25 fect before it came to a halt. 
He waa of the opinion that the man 
did not see the car, 

Mrs, Alice Thomson said that 
she waa seated beside Mr. Forbes. 
The car was proveeding wt an 
ordinary rate.

The Jury returned a verdictvot 
“accidental death,” adding that ‘they 
considered . that Mr. Forbes had 
committed an error of judgment.

It was 
seldom that he found absolute 
frankness in’ evidence given by 
drivers, and he considered that the 
evidence of Mr. Purbes was ex- 
cellently given.

' CORONER'S INQUIRY 
CONCLUDING. 


The sole survivor of the four 
‘girls who hud jumped into the 
street from the fitst Hloor during 
the firc at 36, Staunton Strect, was 
called to giva evidence at the re- 
sumed inyulry at the Central 
Policu Court yesterday afternoon, 
before Mr. Schofield and no special 
jury. The glrl, whe was still un- 
able to walk or stand, gave her 
testimony sitting in a sedan chair 
in the body of the Court. 


The jury empanelled to {nvesti- 


gate (he circumstances of the fire 
is composed of Mr. H. R. B, Han- 
cock (foreman), Mr. R. Ek. H. 
Oliver and Mr. Li Kam-fat. 

Mr. H. J. Armstrong ,holda a 
watching brief on behalf of Wong 
Chau-kee! the fire-cracker merchant 
who occupied the ground and first 
floors.of the premises. 

Dr. A. V. Greaves, medical of- 
fieer of the Public Mortuary, gavo 
evidence of the post mortem. ex- 
amination of the body of the de- 
censed ‘woman, who, he said, died 
from asphyxia and shock from 
burning. The hody was badly 
charred and was in such a con- 
dition that it was impossible to 
whether death was due 
primarily to one or the other of 
the causes certified by witness, 

In reply to the Coroner, witness 
anid that he had examined — the 
bodies of other'victima of the fire 
and the condition of cach was al- 
most. identlenl With the one which 
was now the subject of the inquiry, 
varying only in the degree of 
burning.

Still, suffering from the effects 
of her jump into the street from the 
firat floor, Wong Chu-lin, the 
daughter ‘of Wong Chau-kee, the 
erncker merchant, sve her evi. 
dence seated in court in the chair 
in which ‘she had been conveyed 
to Court. [ft was stated. by Des 
tective Inspector K. W. Andrew, 
Who conducted the inauiry, that the 
girl was stil! unable to stand or 
‘walk, 

The girl said that on the sight 
of the fire three school friends had 
Visited her at about 8.36 pm. One 
of them was sewing, while witness 
was reading with the other two 
tulking. Suddenly the friend at the 
sewing muchine shouted that the 
premises were on fire, On turning 
round witness saw a Jocker neur the 
staircase door on fire. She thréw 
a stool at the blaze with the idea of 
putting it ollt, but it had no effect, 
Witness was burned on both arms,
